A Building Collapses 
and 
SERIOUS MILL ACCIDENT, 


Buries Many Yictiis 


in 
Its Rains,

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 21.—A terrible 


building collapse occurred here this fore- 
noon. The old Brown building, corner of 
Main and Seneca streets collapsed at 9.30 
o'clock. Fifteen people are reported to 
have been in the building at the time. 
Hurried calls were immediately sent tat 
ambulances and fire engines. 


Two men were soon taken out fatally 


injured. They are Geo. Metz a barber, 
who died in a few minutes at Fitch hos- 
pital, and Mike Obrien, a carpenter, 
whose back is broken and he is dying, 
The body of Jacob Ryckman, a barber, 
was removed. Jennie Griffin, the caah- 
ier at the barber shop is under the ruins 
and no doubt is dead. 


The police and firemen worked like 


beavers c tearing away the ruins. A dozen 
are said to have been in the barbershop 
when the crash came. Cries were heard 
now and then from the pile of debrifl 
making the scene one of anguish. 
Great 


crowds thronged the vicinity, awaiting 
the finding of the dead or the rescue of the 
living. 


The portion of the building that fell 


was being reconstrycted, and was upheld 
by braces. It is supposed the braces gave 
way. Many carpenters were working and 
Morris Jones' barber shop was full of cus- 
tomers at the time. 


When the Western Union company 


moved out of the Brown building, which 
is a decrepit structure of forty years stand- 
ing, a contractor was employed to re- 
model and reconstruct it. This, they at- 
tempted to do, by running braces under 
the floor upheld by piers, to bear the 
weight of the superstructure, while the 
work progressed on the foundation walls. 
The immediate cause of the collapse was 
the removal of a part of the foundation. 
There were but a few tenants and they 
were advised that they need not be dis- 
turbed by the work. 
The contractors 


names cannot be learned at this writing 
as every attempt is being made to shift 
the responsibility. The district attorney 
says if it is shown that the contractors or 
owners are guilty of negligence he will 
prosecute them for manslaughter. 


LATER. 


Soon after Mctz was removed, the fire- 


men heard groans under a pile of debris 
and finally succeeded in uncovering Rob- 
ert Casler, a steam fitter who was work- 
ing in the cellar with two others at the 
time of the collapse. Casler escaped 
death by springing under the edga of the 
sidewalk. As he stood up rubbing the 
dust from his eyes the crowd cheered 
lustily at his miraculous escape. The 
other two were not heard from. 


The dead are: George Metz. Injured, 


S. T. Hawks, carpenter, married, severely 
cut and bruised; James Adams, car- 
penter, married, internal injuries; Michael 
O'Brien, carpenter, married and has four 
children, back broken. Herman Schint- 


zek, one of the barkers who escaped, said 
the walls fell upon Jennie Griffin, the 
cash girl. 


The body of an unknown man has been 


recovered. 
Three more persons have 


been rescued alive but seriously injured. 
No sign of the missing girl has yet been 
found. 


One Girl Killed, Two Injured aid 


Many in Danger at a Lowell Cot- 


ton Mill.

LOWELL, May 21.— Several sections of a 


10-inch steampipe which ran through the 
weave room of the Appleton cotton mill 
suspended by chains fell today. Fifty girls 
were working at the time. Ellen Laplant 
was instantly killed, her neck being 
broken. Maria D. Armour's wrist was 
seriously cut and EfBe McDonald was 
injured in the back. 


As soon as the pipe fell steam filled the 


room, but word was passed to to the en- 
gineer and the steam was shut off before 
any one was burned. There was great 
excitement among the operatives for a 
time, but all escaped from the room in 
safety save the three. The accident re- 
sulted from the gradual weakening of the 
chains which had sustained the pipes 
since 1873.

RARE SPLENDOR. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


Moscow, May 21.—The czar and czarina 


made their triumphal entry into Moscow 
this afternoon amid thunder of artillery, 
clanging of bells and cheering of multi- 
tudes. Probably never in tue history of na- 
tions has there been such an assemblage 
of people. 


When the imperial cortege entered the 


city, a salute of seventy-one guns was 
fired from the top of the Triumphal arch 
which was echoed from various belfries. 
His majesty was received by the governor 
general of the empire who joined the pro- 
cession with his staff. 
At the Triumphal 


arch his majesty was received by the 
mayor, members of the municipal council 
of Moscow, delegations from the cham- 
ber of commerce, stock ex-change, etc. At 
the convent of Strasnai the president and 
members of the Seemstov administration 
met the czar and on Iver square awaited a 
representative of the Moscow nobility. 


At 1 o'clock the road from Peterovski 


palace was densley crowded. The weath- 
er was delightful. 
The signal for the 


commencement of the .days movements 
was nine shots from a battery outside the 
city, followed by the dull booming of a 
big bell at the cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, and the troops assembling at various 
mustering points. 
Then countless digni- 


taries of the empire and foreign countries 
began gathering at the palace. At 2.30 
o'clock the thundering of cannon in the 
direction of the palaca announced to 
anxious thousands that the czar had 
started for the Kremlin, and the bells all 
over the city rang welcomes. 


Here the Czar dismounted from his 


horse and the empress descended from 
her carriage to bow at the shrine of Ibe- 
rian Madonna, whose image is valued at 
$2,500,000, one of the most sacred symbols 
of Moscow. At the conclusion of the de- 
votion the party passed to the Kremlin 
palace where they were received with all 
the ecclesiastical pomp possible. 


The moment their majesties arrived at 


the palace of the Kremlin an artillery 
salute of 101 guns was fired. 


They will remain in the palace in par- 


tial seclusion until May 25.

Some 
angling clubs ami societius offer rewards 
for otter kills, nnd that makesthohunters 
angry. 


Otter luintiug is dona \vith dogs anil 


men. 
Tlioy go whooping up stream on 


tho otter's trail, the hired men keeping iu 
the water In u Hue to prevent the animal's 
turning down stream, as tho boast cannot 
bo trailed whilo going down. The dogs 
come up with and tear tho ottor to death, 
If the hunt is successful, but often tho 
otter tonrs thi> clogs. An olter will whip 
any dog in tho wntor. 


An English otter oi over 80 pounds' 


•weight is a big ono, nnd few reach that 
weight. 
Tho lilggest one remembered 


weighed 37 pounds and was killed at 
Bow- 


thorp, near Norwich. A 86 pounder was 
caught in Skeggles water, Westmorland. 
Some Englishmen used to eat the hearts 
of the animals, considering them to be 
fine. 


Tho American otter is a ely animal, 


which is not of ton killed by a gunshot and 
as seldom taken with traps, since nothing 
but the utmost care in setting and baiting 
the trap will deceive it. Once in awhile 
trout fishermen seeottersalongan Adiron- 
dack stream, and ottor trolls are common 
on tho snow covered ice back in tho woods, 
or on stroams opposite clearings. Somc- 
timos the animals are seen on the ice by 
rabbit hunters and nre shot at, bnt few of 
tho wounded or even killed creatures aro 
recovered, since they aru usually on tho 
ioa near holes, and if merely wounded go 
undor the water and drown rather than 
lot n man get them. Their last kick IB an 
endeavor to get out of reach.—New York 
Sun.

stant cannonading of quick firing guns 
would be on hoard the vessel bombarded 
and the assailant. He says that at the 
end of 15 minutes the survivors of both 
crews mmld bo reduced to a state of men- 
tal and physical Incapacity on account of 
the terrific noise nnd concussions. 


It is of interest to compare the war 


methods of 100 TOOTS ago with those of to- 
day in England.

Not moro than 
half a teaspcnnful should be used, as a 
powerful acid is bad for the enamel, bnt 
on occasion Ilia proportions may be In- 
creased, as thu lemon Is an active deodorizer 
and will remove tho smell of onions or to 
bacoo from tho mouth. 


As a linir wash and tonic it has no rival. 


For tho former purpose a large, juicy lem 
on should be cut in half, the head dippec 
into a bowl of water, from which the chil 
only must bo removed, and the watoi 
made of tho same temperature as the air, 
and the lemon rubbed and squeezed vigor 
ously among the roots and along the length 
of tho hair. Soak and rub the head wel 
In this bath and then rinse thoroughly Ii 
fresh water of the same warmth. If wel 
dried at onoa with energetlo toweling 
thero will never be tho smallest danger o 
cold.

This should be used every morn 
ing, and by tlabbliug tho fingers a few mo 
meuts it is possible to make tha nails per 
fcctly c'leiiu and transparent without th 
ujse of any metal cleaner by simply rub 
bing them with a towel. It is also mos 
bpnellcml in removing the skin around th 
mill edges, which should iiover by an; 
chance be cut with scissors. KubUiotuwe 
Uruily all about the nail, pushing buck th 
skin. J)o this regular every dny, and afte 
a few weeks the skill growth will disap 
ppar ami never retum as long as the treat 
nii'iit ii continued.

The Sentences Will Probably Hot Bo Pu» 


Into Effort—Immediate Liberty and 


Short <-ontencc» for the 


Otlier Prisoners. 


London, May 21.—A dispatch from 


Sir Hercules Robinson, governor ol the 
Cape Colony, has been received by the 
government in which it is announced 
that the Transvaal authorities have 
reached a decision in the cases of fifty- 
nine of the member* of the reform 
union who were recently convicted in 
connection wi J\ the conspiracy against 
the South A rican republic and who 
were sentenced to imprisonment, fine 
and banishment. A number of these 
prisoners will be released immediately 
and others will be given their freedom 
at the expu ition of three months, 
while a part of those still remaining in 
custody will 1« allowed to renew their 
requests'for a cancellation of their sen- 
tences after live months shall have 
elapsed, and four of the condemned 
menu ill be given the same privilege 
at the end of the year from the date of 
their sentences. That portion of the 
judgment of <he court imposing a fine 
upon the con^ icted men will stand, but 
the banishment clause will be sus- 
pended provided the prisoners give 
their word of honor not to interfere in 
future in the politics of the republic. 


Their Sentences s Matter of Form. 


As regards Col. Frank W. Rhodes, 


Lionel Philips, George Farrar and 
,lohn Hays Hammond, the leaders of 
the Johannesburg- reform committee, 
who were condemned to death for high 
treason against the Transvaal, Gov. 
Robinson's dispatch says their sen- 
tences have been commuted to fifteen 
years' imprisonment, with a provision 
for their future commutation. 
These 


cases will be considered bj the execu- 
tive council of the Transvaal next 
week. Gov, Robinson further states 
that he learns that the commutation 
of the sentences of the four leaders 
in the reform movement to imprison- 
ment for fifteen years was merely a 
matter of form, as it was necessary to 
impose some sentence upon the pris- 
oners immediately, and the sentences 
w ill probably not be put into effect. 


Ami ricnns Among Them. 


The government has received the 


names of the prisoners whose senten- 
ces have been commuted. The men 
who are to be released at once are nine 
in number. 
Among them are the 


Americans II. J. King, Capt. Mein and 
Butters. Those who are to be released 
after three mouths number nineteen 
and include F. R. Lingham, an Ameri- 
can. 
Among eighteen who are to serve 


five months before being allowed to 
renew their requests for their release 
are the Americans V. B. Clement and 
,T. W. Leonard. The four wh:> are to 
serve

include Hamilton 


and S. \V. Jameson, brother of Dr. 
Jameson. The cases of four others 
have not been considered by the execu- 
tive council, owing to the fact that the 
prisoners have not as yet presented 
any petition for a reversal or commu- 
tation of their sentences. These in- 
clude the American Sampson. 
The 


list received by the government con- 
tains the n:.mes of five others, but in 
which group they belong is not defi- 
nitely knovi n. The name of J. S. Cur- 
tis of New York does not appear upon 
the list.

Baltimore, May 21.—The trustees 


and faculty of the Johns Hopkins 
university, an4 Baltimoreans generally, 
were greatly surprised by the publica- 
tion of a report that President Oilman's 
name was being used in connection 
with the position of superintendent of 
schools of New York. Dr. Oilman was 
in Washington when the story reached 
here, attending a meeting of the Vene- 
zuelan commission, of which he is a 
member. In his absence the trustees 
of Johns Hopkins university pro- 
Bounced the report without founda- 
tion. They asserted that Now York 
school superintendency is a small mat- 
ter as compared with the presidency 
of Johns Hopkins university and that 
a New York offer, by whatever pecu- 
niary inducements it might be accom- 
panied, would have no attraction for Dr. 

Later in the day Dr. Oilman 
returned to Baltimore and threw the 
university trustees into deep commo- 
tion by admitting that he had some 
correspondence with certain members 
of the New York board of education.

Montreal, May 21.—The Laebine
